SCENES IN THRE S8ENATE,
T'ux performances inthe United States Senate
yesterday were unusually entertaining, varied,
and dramatic. Some of the choioe spirits of
the ‘‘most potent, grave, and reverend
meigniors” of the land used their best efforts
to delight a secesh and semi-secesh Washing-
ton andience, and they were wondsrfully suc-
vessful, Garulons Garret Davis, of Ken-
tucky, was the star aotor of the oocasion, bul
be was well supported by his colleagne, Mr.,
Stevenson, and, at onestage of the drama, by
Frank Blair, of Missouri., The times
seem to be returning when the ad-s
vooacy of the rights of slaveholders, and the
praises of the demeanor of such grand ex-
emplars of American life, bring down the
plaudits of the galleries of the Senate, Mr.
Davis consumed several mortal hours in
offering resolutions and making speeches in
support of his favorite plans for emptying the
treasury into the purses of Kentucky ex-
slaveholders and notorions Rebels, and he
gave new emphasis to the opinion of one of
the best of the Union generals in the late
war, that, while the decaying aristooracy rep.-
resented by Davis is too lazy to work
and too thoroughly cowed to fight, it will
sigoalize its declining days by inventing num-
berless schemes to steal the public money, If
we are ever to have another amendment to
the National Constitution, it should be one
providing that under no circumstances shall
any Southern olaim growing out of the late
war ever be paid, and that any Senator or
Representative who consumed the time
of Congress by pressing such
measures should be expelled. As matters are
progressing now, there is serions danger that
the patient, forbearing, long-suffering, and
overburdened tax-payers of the North will
pventnally be obliged to eurich hordes of
Southern lazzaromi and their Congressional
champions; and this danger is rather inoreased
than diminished by the fact that repressive
measures against the Ku-klux Klans are dis-
cossed during the same sessions that
consider appropriations to  ex-slavehold-
ers for ex-slaves; for, practically, the con-
tinued agitation of such themes tends to prove
that the war is not yet over, and that, while
snbmission is incomplete on the one hand,
claims for Southern war losses are not yet de-
barred on the other.

Aside from tihe serious interest connected
with the proceedings yesterday, and the
threatened danger of Northern tax-payers, an
amusing interlude completed the artistic
charm of this national drama. As Shake-
speare puts comioc scenes into his most im-
pressive tragedies—thrusting a witty grave-
digger into Jlawlet and & whimsical nurse
into Romeo and Juliet—so the controversy
which involves the ultimute welfare of a na-
tion was enlivened by the passage at arms be-
tween Garret Davis and Ben Batler. This
scene, as reported, commenced by the doughty
DMasssehusetts radical casting insulting looks
at Davis while he was making his disgrace-
ful speech. The reports are silent as to
whether Ben bit his thumb or made mouths
at the Kentucky gamecock (and sorely as the
garrulous Senatorial champion of ex-slave-
holders and ex-rebels is apgrieved, he does
not pretend that Ben did bite his thumb or
distort his bewitching countenance), but that
insulting looks were cest he most solemnly
avers; wherenpon, in a wrathful and resentful
mood, and in the grand style of the brave old
Soutbern gentlemen all of the olden time, he
marched up to Ben (who was seated near by,
on the floor of the Henate), shaking his fiat
meanwhile, and said:—**Do yon mesan to in-
sult me, you —— old scoundrel?” To which
pertinent guery the astute Mussachusetts
ex-advocate of the nomination of Jefferson
Davis as a candidate for President of the
United Htates characteristically replied:—*''1
don't oare a —— for you.” The people may
well wonder that men capable of participating
in such a performance habitually consume a
large portion of the time allotted to publie
affairs in the national councits; and the most
consolatory report connected wilh this scene
is the statement that Davis offers to Butler
satisfaction anywhere out of the Senate cham-
ber. We are no advoocates of the barbarous
oode, but if ever good can come out of evil,
there would kg & hope to expect it from suoh
an armed encounter between these bellige-

rents which provediagl to both parties.

shape that the question of sbolishing the
flouse of Lords was seriously debated, and a
great many persons were ready to suggest
that if the House of Lords was useless, the
Lorda themselves were equally 8o, and that it
wonld be an excellent ideato make & cleau sweop
sud so reconstruct the Boush Coastitution

that there oould be no privileged olasses
under it. The result of the whole matter
was that a serions alarm was excited in the
ranks of the British aristooracy, and their
lordships receded from their position and
passed the Irish Ohurch bill,after saving their
credit by making a few comparatively nnim.
portant amendments, Since then the Lords
have taken oare mot to give offense, but at
the present session they have, according to
oustom, refnsed to assent to the Deceased Wife's
Bister bill, which has for soveral years past
been aoted nupon favorably by the House of
Commona and uniformly rejected by the
Lords. Some of the supporters of the bill are
evidently tired of this,and the cableacecording'y
informs as that Mr. S8imon has given notice
of a motion to question the right of the
House of Lords to negative a bill whioch has
been passed by the Commons, and that he
has expressed the opinion that such action on
the part of the Lords is inoonsistent with a
system of representation of the people. The
same guestion was raised at the time of the
Irish Church bill difficulty, and it was boldly
contended that the refusal of the House of
Lords to confirm the action of the Commons
was contumasious, and that their lordships
must either behave better in the future, or
elss they wonld be deprived of all power to
oppose the will of the ropresentatives of the
people. It may be inquired, what does the
House of Lords exist for if its functions are
limited to confirming the action of the Com-
mons ? and the signs of the times are that this
question will ere many years be answered in
such a manner as to radically change the
whole system of Dritish government, for it is
absurd to maintain a chamber of ornamental
hereditary legislators who have no authority
to legislate,

By neverexcr to the letter of our Harris-
burg correspondent in another column, it
wounld seem that the border war clains are
likely to be presented to the Legislature on
such a basis as to relieve the question of the
grave suspicions of fraud and speculation
which marked its career last year. If itshall
be presented by the confessedly able com-
mittee of the Senate in such a mannmer as to
free it of all odor of the lobby and swind-
ling, all fair-minded men will be glad to give
the issue the consideration its magnitude de-
serves, and to do full justice to the Zonest

¢lass  of border people who have
borme extraordinary  burdens  daring
the war. It appears that the Legislature

is not asked to pay these claims, but to define
their sfofus and their just relation to the
State and National Governments, and to pro-
vide for their readjudication in such manner
a8 will put frand to shame and vindicate those
who have been faithful and upright. This
done, they ask such intervention on the part
of the State as may enable them to secure
such restitution from the (ieneral Govern-
ment as they may be justly entitled to.

MANUFACTURE 0¥ CARRIAGES, —~AmMONgst the many
extersive manufacturing establishments that are
located In this city, none {8 more worthy of mention
than the carrisge works of Messra. Wm, D, Rogers
& Co, The magnificent warcrooms of the nirm, Nos,
1008 and 1011 Chesnut street, are too well known to
our citizens to noed any comment, but a few words
with reference to their mode of manufacturing
first-class carriages mey not prove unintereating.
Situate on Thirteenth stroet, a few yards sonth of
Parrish, is a brick building, four stories in height,
having & front on Thirteenth strect of 190 feet, and
running back to Dunne street, with a frontage there-
on of 95 feet.  The premises are those previously oc-
cupied by Geo, WW. Watson & Co., but since the
firm of Messra, Wm. D, Rogers & Co, have obtained
possegilon thereof, they have been entirely remo-
delled, and immense advantages guined lo the way
of light and veutilation, The Arst floor, frronting on
Thirteenth street, s used as o wareroom, wherein
carriages of all styles, and varying in price from
§1000 to §8000, may be found, Adjoining thisis the
oMee, and connected with the latter is a stock-room,
where fine goods, ete., are stored. At the rear and
Lo the right Is the smith shop for jobbing, and on
the left an apartment containing (ve fories,
where heavy work Ironed and “‘hung nap”
On this story ave algo to be found the saw-mill
and room In which lght work 18 “hung up.”
On the sccond story 18 found the trimming
and stock-rooms, the whecl-room and fnishing-
room. In these latter an immense amonnt ef stock
is stored. The wheel stock is of the best quality, so
golected at the time of purchase as 10 exclude cven
one Inferior hub, spoke, or rim, The fArst cost is
greater; bul there beilng no wastage, and but 1ttle
repairing on the finished work, they prove cheapest
in the end. From 100 to 195 sets of wheels are kept
ahcad, to Insure sgainst shrinkage when placed In
actual service. Ascending to the third floor, the
paioc shops are found, where the work receives the
numerous costings of paint.

The fourth door I8 divided into several apart-
ments, AL the north end I8 the room where the
draughtsman Jays out the work and the earringe ia
started ; next, a perfectly clean varnish-room,
where the under coats are applied; then a space
where bodles are palnted and the varnish rubbed or
levelled down; and at the south end the finishing-
room. The dnighing-roow walls are smooth-coated,
painted, and varnishied ; the tloor 18 donble, and in-
teriined with two layers of roof felting, The win-
dows execlode all dust, In the door Is a small
hinged window, operated from the inside, admit-
ting of observation from the paint-room, yet safe
from Intrusion. The besements of the bhullding
contaln the steam cngine, grindstones, ete, One
feature which I8 noticeable thronghout the esta-
blishment {8 the convenient hoisting apparatus and
large hatchways, the latter ou every floor, but ina
separate bullding between the main building, pre-
venting confus fon iu the #hop, and also valuable as
an additional protection agalnst the ravages of fire.

All the bulldings possess the most complete facill-
tiea for the comfort of the army of employes,
well warmed and having water tanks, with drinkiog
conveniences, a8 well a8 other necessary appurte-
nances, from the ground door to the roof, Every
precaution is taken against .ire and accldents gene-
rally.
